FOLEY’S FALL

The 
Massachusetts conflict-of-interest law requires one- 
year moratorium before state employees can lobby their 
former colleagues the legislature. Yet the Phoenix 
article reported that Foley frequently was the State 
House, dropping office chat, hang his coat, 
and possibly pick messages. least occasion, 
reported, Foley used the committee’s computer 
terminal punch the status bill. Foley insisted 
lobbied only executive-branch employees, like the 

governor, during the moratorium period; denied 
reports that used State House office 
unofficial base. 

After the Phoenix article was published, the Ethics 


Commission began investigation into 
lobbying activities the end the 1981 legislative 
session. The commission has yet make ruling 
Foley’s case, but this September Globe Spotlight Team 
reporters Steve Kurkjian and Thomas Palmer reported 
the investigation, and advanced the Phoenix story 
with information their own. During his press 
conference announce was suspending 


lobbying license for three years, Connolly said would

KEEPING 
DISAPPEARANCES 


Senate President William Bulger was spared some 
embarrassing moments last week, thanks the action 
upper chamber. result, important piece gay- 
rights legislation was sacrificed. 

State Senator Michael LoPresti (D-East Boston), the 
Senate chairman the legislature’s Judiciary 
Committee, has voted consistently this session for bill 
that would allow the Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination investigate claims 
harassment against homosexuals. But crucial vote 
last Wednesday, LoPresti was nowhere found. 

The vote was whether seek advisory opinion 
from the Supreme Judicial Court the constitutionality 
the proposed legislation. The bill’s sponsor, Senator 
George Bachrach (D-Watertown), pointed out that such 
move practical terms kills the because court 
opinion would not forthcoming before the legislature 
adjourns for the year. Yet the Senate approved this bill- 
killing move, 19-18. 

LoPresti had cast another vote favor the 
legislation, the count would have been 19-19, 
necessitating tie-breaking vote from Bulger. For the 
Senate president, this would have been what they call 
“tough vote”: Bulger’s district includes not only 
conservative South Boston but heavily gay 
the Fenway and Beacon Hill. 
Happily for Bulger, disappearance saved him 
the trouble making choice. 

Some proponents the gay-rights bill say that they 
confronted LoPresti his office while the vote the 
court referral was being taken, and that refused 
budge from his desk. LoPresti was present the Senate 
chamber shortly after the gay-rights vote for series 
roll calls sewerage easements Essex and Beverly. 

There reason believe that other senators who 
nominally support the gay-rights legislation took turns 
“taking walk” important votes when appeared 
that their ballots might result tie. Last Tuesday, for 
example, liberal senators Chester Atkins (D-Concord), 

John Olver (D-Amherst), and Gerard D’Amico (D- 
Worcester) were conspicuous their absence fora 
preliminary vote sending the gay-rights bill the 
courts.

Our 
galantine duck exactly that 
boned duck stuffed with veal, chicken, 
duck liver, and pistachio.

The right and wrong burning questions

here is, long last, some- 
thing major arson 
investigation going 
Boston, where suspicious fires 
gutted the town’s familiar wood- 
three-deckers from South Bos- 
ton and Dorchester Jamaica 
Plain and Roxbury fright- 
ening rate throughout the sum- 
mer 1982. More than few 
concerned community activists 
have been calling for all-out 
investigation ever since, and one 
would think pleased 
that the current inquiry was 
inspired lengthy, well- 
researched, and occasionally ex- 
plosive newspaper report the 
causes and possible cures the 
city’s continuing arson contagion. 
Entitled “Behind the burning 
Boston,” that story, the Octo- 
ber Boston Globe magazine, 
set off something furor. And 
yes, it’s about time bit tough, 
hard-nosed reporting got some 
notice from the city’s political 
powers that be. 

Now for the bad news. It’s the 
Boston City Council that’s con- 
ducting this supposed investiga- 
tion, and the council not 
investigating arsonists. It’s not 
even investigating the people the 
city employs 
arsonists. Instead, it’s hard 
James 
Brady, arson expert who hap- 
pened write the Globe article 
question. The council wants 
examine Brady’s notes and seems 
determined make the guy look 
bad. Brady says he’s utterly dis- 
mayed this reaction ‘to his 
story. disappointed,” 
said. “If there are any villains 
the story, they are the people 
who engage arson for profit 
and the banking industry.” The 
story does name some these 
villains and Brady says 
thought he’d hearing from 
them. far, however, one 
seems have noticed 
analysis arson for profit 
Boston. “It’s really remarkable 
that people don’t respond the 
larger issues,” said. “Once 
again, racism obscuring every- 
thing else.” Even though Brady 
might well have expected that 
reaction and may even have 
encouraged it. 

least, the Sunday Globe 
containing story had 
barely hit the streets when may- 
oral candidate Mel King started 
calling for the resignation city 
Fire Marshal John White and 
state Fire Marshal Joseph 
for controversial remarks the 
article reported they had made. 
was David Scondras, the Fenway 
activist and arson investigator 
running for city council, 
who called those remarks his 
attention. Scondras 
mayoral candidate Ray Flynn 
about the quotations, whereupon 
Flynn, who called those com- 
ments “deplorable,” offered the 
Boston City Council resolution 
calling for an_ investigation. 
the inquiry that was sup- 
posed have been aimed fire 
officials, but with bombastic City 
Councilor Albert 
charge, has somehow 
turned around, and now head- 
ing straight for Brady himself. 

going here? Well, 
Boston Fire Commissioner 
George Paul was quoted the 
article claiming that “in poor 
sections, especially Roxbury and 
Dorchester, arson usually van- 
dalism the act some angry 
people who set fires some kind 
protest.” Paul has not even 
bothered justify his own in- 
sensitive remarks and, incredibly 
enough, there has been little 
reaction them. Instead,

The minority 
hiring quotas also contribute 
arson since people become angry 
abut reverse discrimination and 
may set fires.” White has since 
vehemently denied ever having 
said that.

Scharfenberg was right. But the 
job examining Flynn’s growth 
increasingly difficult, because 
evaluate that growth, 
crucial know who the can- 
didate used and what 
used believe, well what 
believes today.

For example, during 
Tuesday night’s debate, Flynn 
said the headmaster South 
Boston High School would vouch 
for his claim that had played 
the role peacemaker during 
the controversy over busing, 
which was implemented 1974. 
“There are number people 
who were there,” 
“The headmaster South Bos- 
ton perfect case. was right 
there. understood the role 
that played during that very 
difficult time.” But his own 
account, Headmaster Jerome 
Winegar (to whom Flynn cam- 
paign officials frequently refer

Sporting eye 
Going big-time, and going good

OXBORO The best evidence 
how far come was the traffic 

jam, one the most horrendous 
recent memory. One car that left Arling- 
ton 1:30 p.m. made the Sullivan 
Stadium parking lot, some miles 
away, That car was lucky. 
halftime people were still straggling 
see what was left the Boston College- 
Penn State game. Not long ago just 
three years ago, fact found 
30,000-seat Alumni Stadium more than 
adequate for its needs; 56,188 people 
watched Boston College play football, 
they did over the course three 
weeks. National television, represented 
this game the familiar mustard- 
colored blazers and Southern intonations 
Keith Jackson and Frank 
Broyles, used something players 
just watched. 

How far they have was reflected 
the pregame consensus that they were 
underdogs. “Here are,” said 
assistant coach Barry Gallup after the 
game, “playing home, with better 
record, ranked and not, and 
three-point underdogs. One paper 
here had five their six writers pick 
Penn State. Our kids were very upset.” 
Upset not, the Eagles were the 
underdogs, because the public, the 
press, and the football world itself, Penn 
State, 5-3 record no, one the 
nation’s elite. Penn State, defending 
national champion, supposed beat 
Boston College just showing the 
right uniforms. Penn State had beaten 
West Virginia the week before, 41-23, 
when West Virginia was undefeated and 
ranked number three the nation. And 
Gallup had the good grace 
admit, “Sure, picked Penn State beat 
them [West Virginia], for all the reasons 
people picked them beat us. Until you 
beat them, people just believe 
you.” 


Where all may going for this most. 


unlikely football team was seen the 
final gun, when Eagle coach Jack Bicknell 
was carried off the field the shoulders 
his jubilant charges. Boston College 
had beaten Penn State, 27-17 beaten 
Penn State for the first time history, 
matter fact. And turned out 
upset. From beginning end, was 
the more aggressive, more creative 
squad, both offense and defense. The 
Eagles didn’t rout the Nittany Lions, but 
they dominated them. Afterward, Penn 
State coach Joe Paterno conceded that for 
now, Boston College the pre- 
eminent team. For now, has tran- 
scended its traditional bind between 
what New England college football has 
always been and what big-time national 
college football has become. 

New England, college football has 
been, least since World War II, mere 
diversion the sports scene. There’s 
good reason for that: most New England 
schools are small, and even the larger 
ones don’t maintain national-style foot- 
ball programs (remember when Pat 


Summerall called “tiny 
during the Super Dan Ross played 
in?). That its turn understandable. 
national-style program requires com- 
mitment from the college that many 
most, this area find unacceptable 
drain resources. The 
schools that permanently occupy the 
plateau Boston College has temporarily 
reached are administering multi-mil- 
lion-dollar business addition their 
educational responsibilities. Whatever 
the received wisdom the region says, 
the business need not dishonorable 
one: for every Florida Oklahoma that 
cheats, there’s Notre Dame, Penn 
State, Alabama, that doesn’t. But clean 
dollars and cents. Football expensive. 
Recruiting expensive. Equipment 
expensive. Travel expensive. Hell, just 
feeding 100 football players expensive. 
compete, school must generate 
revenue, and generate revenue you 
must win, and win consistently. (In big- 
time college football, “consistently” 
percent the time, anyway.) course, 
Tot colleges maintain expensive 
programs without the benefits win- 
ning. They are the opponents, the Kansas 
States and Vanderbilts and Tulanes 
the world. Until last year, that was the 
national role Boston College football. 

Throughout the ‘70s, Boston College 
football teams occupied unenviable 
position, playing the roles Goliath and 
David simultaneously. They were able 
schedule especially their traditional 
rivals, Holy Cross and UMass through 
sheer superiority personnel. But beat- 
ing Villanova (which has since 
dropped football) not the stuff 
which popular acclaim made. The 
general Boston sports public (as opposed 
those with ties any local schools) 
didn’t see its team. fact, most 
their games, the average local fan 
tended root against the Eagles. Only 
when played more prestigious 
national rival did attract much rooting 
interest, and that only occurred once 
twice year. typical Eagle season 
would feature upset some team like 
Texas Stanford, followed loss 
the likes Temple Rutgers. was 
sort the George Chuvalo national 
college football: rugged opponent for 
the contenders, but real threat 
challenge their superiority.

What makes the story all 
the more intriguing that they, 
like most the rest the Boston 
College team 1983, were 
among the overlooked short 
time ago. Neither Jack Bicknell 
nor Doug Flutie was considered 
blue-chip prospect until 
reached the big time and proved 
belonged there. 

Bicknell, longtime assis- 
tant, had his first head-coaching 
job Maine, which isn’t even 
regional football powerhouse. 
The winters are long and cold 
Orono, and judge from what 
he’s done BC, Bicknell spent 
those winters doodling offensive 
plays and formations. typical 
Boston College offensive set 
seems send every possible man 
motion. the Penn State 
game, was called for illegal 
shift, penalty that hasn’t been 
seen much since the demise 
the single wing. 

But coachly diagrams, mat- 
ter how innovative, are essential- 
bloodless tools game 
whose moving force constant 
collision between largish men 
traveling top speed. Few 
coaches history have ever 
outthought the opposition con- 
sistently, because football just 
ain’t complicated enough re- 
ward constant innovation. The 
real job confronting the head 
coach more complex than mere 
ratiocination: must educate his 
players think react, really 
according his style play, 
see the game the coach sees 
it. Second, and equally difficult, 
must maintain among almost 
100 individuals the intense group 
emotional level needed play 
the game successfully. 

approach these 
demands refreshing one. 
oversimplify, appears be- 
lieve that football played its 
limits risky, gambling football 
isn’t just the most entertaining 
watch, but the most entertain- 


ing coach and play. And that 
one internalizes the idea full 
game’s worth planned insani- 
ty, it’s the best way win well. 

“Our plan was always 
aggressive possible for 
minutes, offense and de- 
fense,” Bicknell said after the 
Penn State game. “To after 
them every facet the game, 
and never stop going after them. 
into shell and get beat, 
I'd never forgive myself.

Flu redux 


‘Tis the season wary

all have particular 

images remember 
about that rapidly approaching 
time year: skating across 
sheet translucent ice, skiing 
down the slopes Vermont 
across the crusted snow 
cross-country course, prodding 
dead seals the beaches old 
Cape Cod. the winter 1979, 
some people got more than their 
fill prodding, because the seals 
washed the shores the 
hundreds. They all died from 
influenza. 

That winter, sciefitists from 
Tennessee reported another 
animals. They discovered that 
migratory ducks, resting Alber- 
ta, Canada, were causing some 
unexpected pollution. They were 
swimming around the lakes 
and excreting billions flu vi- 
ruses into the water. Apart from 
aesthetic considerations, these 
findings may have ominous 
ramifications for us. 

Although the prospect that 
there mallard out there with 
your name may not seem 
taken too lightly. Influenza has 
been around for long time, and 
the virus has developed many 
tricky ways keep ahead our 
attempts control it. Ducks are 
just one the agents the virus 
uses. understand why, 
take look the disease and its 
virus close. 

can find accounts in- 
fluenza outbreaks far back 
412 BC, when Hippocrates de- 


scribed the symptoms know 
today. The term influenza was 
actually introduced the Ital- 
ians during outbreak 1504. 
They attributed the disease the 
influence the 
stars. Few people, however, took 
the flu very seriously. After ail, 
that was the heyday the 
“big-name” diseases, such the 
plague, typhoid, and smallpox. 
relatively mild disease like the 
flu, which only killed the very 
young and old, was almost joke: 
writers often referred the 
disease with facetious names like 
“the new delight,” “the new 
acquaintance,” 
rection,” “the jolly And 
compared retching blood 
watching your body sprout hid- 
eous, open sores, little aching 
and coughing must have seemed 
the medieval equivalent 
week Club Med. (It perhaps 
fitting that all the 
diseases like smallpox 
eliminated effectively con- 
trolled, but “jolly” influenza 
still going strong.) 

The symptoms influenza are 
characteristic that the disease 
easily traced historical writ- 
ings. Lord Randolph wrote from 
Edinburgh Lord Cecil the 
end November, 1562, about 
unfortunate incident involving 
Queen Mary. She had become ill, 
and among her complaints were 
fever, chills, headache, body- 
ache, and cough. She was laid 
for six days before she felt 
better. all recognize these 
symptoms, but turns out that

the flu virus actually only 
responsible for one them: the 
cough. 

The flu virus has one mission 
life: seek out and infect 
lungs. When breath 
droplet moisture containing 
the virus, the virus drawn into 
the depths our respiratory 
tract. Once there, floats around, 
waiting reach one the 
millions cells that line our 
lungs and the “pipelines” leading 
them. The virus 
engulfed the cell (scientists 
who study this process still don’t 
know how this happens) and the 
trouble begins. 

The virus, essentially piece 
genetic coding, takes over the 
energy-generating machin- 
ery and proceeds make hun- 
dreds copies itself. The cell 
eventually dies, releasing all the 
new viruses, which spread out 
and cause patches defoliation 
the lung lining. These denuded 


areas are extremely sensitive 
air currents, which why 
cough lot when get flu. 
When our lungs grow new cells 
cover the damaged areas, 
stop coughing. 

The other flu symptoms are 
actually caused overreac- 
tion the defense systems our 
bodies. When patrol cells called 
macrophages sense the infection, 
they send out chemical messages 
recruit help combating the 
invaders. One these signals 
causes fever and triggers the 
breakdown 
which causes the muscles ache. 
These two 
evolved help fight infection 
making uncomfortably hot 
for the virus and providing 
with extra protein for strength. 
neither does much good against 
infection like influenza; they 
are just part our evolutionary 
baggage. Still, even though 


SIX YEARS 


may not their efforts 
our behalf, these responses 
probably helped humans sur- 
vive this long. 

the flu relatively benign 
disease, why should worry 
about it? Two good reasons are 
that hundreds people die each 
winter because complications 
associated with the flu, and that 
influenza can cause massive 
epidemics. The most famous 
worldwide epidemic (pandemic) 
occurred the winter 1918; 
million people died, 500,000 
the United States alone. The 
possibility that similar pan- 
demic could happen again scares 
worry about 
These health officials got anx- 
ious, for instance, when the seals 
started floating in. 

The culprit that killed the seals 
was related influenza virus 
called fowl-plague virus. its

name suggests, extremely 
lethal for chickens. This virus had 
never been seen mammal 
before, scientists were con- 
cerned about what might happen 
got into humans.

1977, and course called 
the Russian flu. Initial screening

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Carroll Ballard’s Never Cry Wolf: nature film for grownups

but during the last few years (since Star Wars, fact), 

there’s been hunger for films that promise take you 
out this world. Hollywood, course, has responded cue: 
these video-ized times, it’s special event buy your 
ticket (or flip your television set) and find yourself 
transported some distant galaxy. But movie that can take 
you out this world without ever leaving the planet earth 
that’s rarity. takes different kind artistry provoke 
wonder audience reveling what’s already here. And 
that’s what Carroll Ballard’s films do. his first movie, The 
Black Stallion, Ballard took archaic adventure yarn about 
boy and horse cast away rocky island and suffused with 
visual splendor. Now, with Never Cry Wolf, Ballard has gone 
The Black Stallion one better: he’s wedded his artist’s eye view 
the landscape complex tale survival and self- 
discovery. This may the most inspiring nature movie ever 
made. 

Never Cry Wolf (which playing the Nickelodeon) was 
produced Walt Disney Pictures, the surface sounds 
like dozen other man-in-the-wilderness fables all sat 
through grade school you know, the ones which some 
happy lumberjack would strap his backpack, trundle into 
the woods, and make the intimate acquaintance family 
raccoons. Here, the hero diminutive, mild-mannered 
Canadian biologist (played Charles Martin Smith Terry 
the Toad American Graffiti who ventures 300 miles into 
the Arctic study the behavior wolves. Watching the 
Disney nature films was once and may still one the 
staples American public education. The green, teeming 
landscapes they unveiled were fresh and mysterious. And 
though the stories were undeniably hoky, aren’t the Disney 
films responsible for many the images wildlife carry 


eople have always looked the movies for escapism, 


around with images beavers building their dams, 
possums and bluebirds feeding their young, the whole 
chattery confluence the great outdoors? adults, course, 
like think we’re beyond all that: nature films are those 
strange, flickering things you catch glimpse you skip past 
Channel Saturday-night stupor. And that’s why Never 
Cry Wolf such revelation: makes nature entertaining 
again. 

Ballard brings this off, part, lending his story hip, 
roughhewn attitude. Like The Black Stallion, this 
children’s film that’s been made enrapture grownups. The 
director lets his camera drink the grandeur the looming 
Northern landscapes (the movie was shot predominantly 
Alaska), but also wants demolish our sappier notions 
man’s relationship nature; far from quaint “family” 
picture, the movie grows calmly devastating goes on. Then 
too, Ballard has laced the story with streak cheeky humor, 
one that grows right out the absurd spectacle small, 
doddering man plopped into the middle the Arctic nowhere. 
Any movie which the hero cheerily sings verse 
the Very Model Modern Major-General” pees off the 
edge rock danger taking itself too seriously. 

The film has been loosely adapted from the 1963 book 
Farley Mowat, the celebrated Canadian author who spent six 
months the Arctic behalf the government. During the 
late Canadian officials believed that wolves were killing 
off the local caribou population; Mowat’s mission was 
gather evidence the slaughter, thereby giving hunters carte 
blanche after the wolves.

hen recently Zakes Mokae re- 
placed James Earl Jones 
‘Master Harold’... and the

Mokae takes suitably 
Fugardian view the harassment, the 
segregation, and the poverty black 
South Africa: “The whites suffer more 
than do, sense. They don’t know 
going happen.”

man who returned South Africa 
several months ago try prevent the 
execution his younger brother. Mokae 
vague about the charges was 
involved some kind but his 
brother, after countless pleas the 
authorities and two stays execution, 
was finally hanged. Mokae visited his 
sick father and then returned his home 
Knight Rider. says thinking 
applying for citizenship this country, 
which has been his home since the late 
‘60s.

KAFKA’S “METAMORPHOSIS” AND

hen, 1912, Gregor Samsa 
awoke find himself trans- 
formed into gigantic insect, 
could hardly have imagined that 
was destined symbolize the alienation 
modern life for the rest the 20th 
century and probably beyond. After 
all, Gregor was nothing not con- 
firmed bourgeois, industriously peddling 
his dry goods through the hazy twilight 
the Austrian empire order 
support his family, buy his father out 
debt, and send his sister, Grete, 
the conservatory study the violin. And 
after his alteration, didn’t the family 
try valiantly accommodate him, until 
the burden became simply intolerable? 
allegory alienation, Kafka’s 
Metamorphosis curiously adorned 


with icons sentimental attachment: 
sibling and filial affection; intuition 
needs the part his mother 
and sister; family cohesion the face 
despair. subtle irony emerges the 
pathos Gregor’s predicament (he 
continues feel and think like human, 
but one realizes it) plays counterpoint 
the stubbornly affirmative social and 
emotional background. sense that 
behind this seminal myth industrial 
society lurks universal tale existen- 
tial isolation. Thus the optimistic final 
image bathed spring and sunlight 
the ripening daughter, fast becoming 
nubile, rises and stretches her young 
body grayed and chilled somewhat 
the lingering somber tones 
dusty death. 

Kafka’s most telling effects this 
novella are textural, relying 
haustive elaboration the most minute 
particulars whole pages are given 
painstaking attempts maneu- 
ver his unwieldy body, for instance. The 
story seems naturally suited mime; not 
only the insect obvious lure, but 


much the description and dialogue 
deals with elementary attitudes easily 
expressed through gesture. Yet the 
Odyssey Mime Theater whom the 
rest is, apparently, not silence has 
come with odd hybrid move- 
ment and speech whose desultory stag- 
ing has been imperfectly imitated from 
Trevor Nicholas Nickleby. The 
actors alternately narrate and depict, 
sometimes acting (not well), sometimes 
miming (better). This fragmented style 
never unifies, and the course its 
jerky progressions seldom strikes the 
material’s most resonant chords. 

one point, however, glimpse the 
potential the project. Grete playing 
her violin for the increasingly unap- 
preciative lodgers, and Gregor becomes 
enchanted the music. crawls 
heedlessly into view order express 
gratitude taking hold his 
skirt (surely this one the great 
sentimental/grotesque scenes litera- 
ture), everyone catches sight him, and 
pandemonium ensues. Odyssey Mime 
throws each reaction into 
high relief with staccato orchestration 
horrified looks, stark spotlighting, and 
waves eerie musical sound this 
moment suggesting direction for the 
entire piece. More often, though, the 
treatment hurried and insensitive 
nuance. The father, reflecting the

injury has inadvertently caused 
Gregor, comes with the perfunctory, 
unintentionally humorous line, “Nasty 
wound his back; must remember he’s 
still part the family” which 
condenses the information descrip- 
tive paragraph but misses its tone. And 
the end, laudable impulse juxtapose 
reminder Gregor with the image 
Grete goes painfully awry: the old 
charwoman, hovering over the corpse, 
cackles the invented line, “Maybe 
should call the butcher.” It’s like watch- 
ing Edward Gorey degenerate into 
Gahan Wilson. 

The other half Odyssey Mime’s 
program comprises short, original 
pieces more closely resembling tradition- 
mime skits, and using speech mini- 
mally not all. They range from cute 
cartoons mini-psychodramas im- 
pressionistic abstractions experience. 
Many are fun watch; some are 
evocative but oversentimental, lacking 
the kind ironic wit inappropriately 
applied the end Metamorphosis.

Crooked Eclipses more like 
séance: you take your shoes off before 
entering the theater, plop down tear- 
shaped maroon cushions, and wait for 
the spirit poetry materialize. the 
credit the Boston Theater Group, 
eventually does. The group doesn’t 
dramatize the sonnets (thereby avoiding 
the scholarly wrangles over whom 
addressed and when they were 
written) much use them for 
musical soundtrack, iambic score for 
collective dream. Like most communally 
developed theater pieces, Crooked 
Eclipses conveys moods and images, not 
stories and ideas. It’s the kind event 


which you don’t feel guilty your mind 


wanders bit it’s supposed to. 

The show looks like Renaissance 
festival viewed through avant-garde 
prism the Waverly Consort 
Julian Beck. Draped 
smocks scarlet, lavender, orange, and 
purple, the six performers serve 
sonnets and fragments sonnets while 
flute and oboe twitter period tunes. 
Lighting exclusively flashlight: the 
actors shadow and halo one another with 
their Evereadys, casting yellow aureoles 
onto the walls the living-room-like 
performance space. Arranging the beams 
anew before each tableau, they flash 
their lamps like searchlights into one 
faces and into the audience. 
the sonnets recount Love’s war with 
Time, then the actors crouch all sides 
you and conduct guerrilla campaign 
against the darkness, wielding their 
lights like rifles. 

one knows who put the sonnets 
into their traditional order, why, 
director Thomas Henry and his actors 
have rearranged them suit their own 


purposes. Although Crooked Eclipses 
seamless, the show falls neatly into two 
parts: the first, “Pleasures and Tortures 
Love and heaves and then fades 
Shakespeare addressed most the 
sonnets young man (more likely 
case Renaissance male-bonding than 
one homosexuality), but the BTG 
actors turn them into little vignettes 
every kind love relationship im- 
aginable.

night.” The rhythm recitation builds 
bacchanalian frenzy; flashlights poke 
into corners reveal couples going 
Kamasutra positions, and one woman 
recites cry revulsion 
carnal love (#129) while grinding her 
hips against fellow’s crotch and licking 
her chops. 

thought this overheated misread- 
ing the poem the one that calls 
lust “th’expense spirit waste 
but Henry and his cast 
completely crazed: the same actress soon 
reprises the sonnet tearful, prostrate 
convulsions. And the evening pivots 
that moment, when images aging and 
decay take over. For one the many 
winged chariot” sonnets, the 
actors line wall, lock their 
jaws grimaces, point their flashlights 
their chins, and blink the lights 
and off random sequence. It’s 
electronic display hollow, twisted 
visages that look like frozen skulls. 

The sonnets present two faces the 
world, one elegant precision design,

drama Gibson has written testament 
social pessimism: these devout settlers, 
who shared almost identical beliefs and 
common memory oppression back 
England, get along, how can any 
group? The play opens with the solemn 
Puritans bearing candles down the thea- 
aisles and reciting their vows 
brotherhood and dedication the com- 
mon weal; when the scene repeated 
the very end, after the colony has divided 
against itself, massacred some Indians, 
and banished Hutchinson and her chil- 
dren slaughtered the wild, 
Winthrop hollers, “This not what 
weighty play, nonetheless deserves 
wide audience. Originally, according 
its author, ran three and half hours. 
That may have been too plump, but the 
script, trimmed the attention span 
your average infidel, anorectic now (it 
runs two hours). Too much the 
narrative gets served 30-second 
gubernatorial election scene which 
Winthrop’s supporters chant his name 
like boozy football fans.

Goodly 
Creatures tragedy good intentions; 
Gibson sympathizes both with 
enthusiastic independence 
and with Winthrop’s craving for harmo- 
ny. And the hands, the 
colonists’ failure settle their dif- 
ferences amicably becomes less il- 
lustration our ancestors’ irrationality 
than recapitulation the Fall. Early on, 
Winthrop orders two quarreling 
merchants “love each other sit 
the stocks.” You laugh, course, then 
realize that for the first settlers there was 
least choice. Soon enough, the stocks 
stood unchallenged.

Hurt convinces Hauer that his buddies 
are members Soviet conspiracy 
designed rent the fabric American 
life, when actually only illegal 
financial partners socking away money 
Swiss banks. the book, the twist 
that character himself double 
agent and the kingpin the Soviet plot. 
the movie, Hurt’s conspiracy theory 
just way for him use 
stardom embarrass his CIA superior, 
the politically ambitious Burt Lancaster 
who once approved the murder 
foreign wife. 

feel compunction all about 
defusing this booby trap plot; it’s the 
kind which the final revelation 
flimsy that actually explains nothing. 
Peckinpah himself shows his contempt 
for every hairy turn the story, first 
ignoring and then giving away. 
the opening and concluding sequences, 
which roll out and tie the conspiracy, 
the director allows Burt Lancaster 
portray the same monomaniacal military 
man he’s given from Seven Days 
Peckinpah bored with plot for its 
own sake that simply rams down 
our throats, were telling his 
producers and Ludlum’s presold 
audience “You want all this bogus 
exposition?

But its 
banality intentional, and does 
something that few fictional movies have 
attempted: evokes apocalyptic feelings 
dread and disorientation. its provin- 
cial, understated way comes closer 
John Hersey’s Hiroshima the great 
eyewitness account post-nuclear sur- 
vival than the extravagant disaster 
movies that the last years have 
turned large-scale destruction into 
kinky thrill. Its makers know that the 
best antinuke propaganda isn’t remotely 
political. The best antinuke propaganda 
fathers who never return from work, 
mothers who stitch their children’s 
shrouds. The film chooses view the 
nuclear holocaust through 
eyes: Jane Alexander, the protagonist and 
sometime narrator Testament, has 
three children. And the vision devas- 
tating; the feel-bad movie 
1983. 

Unlike the upcoming television movie 
The Day After, Testament was made 
shoestring budget under the auspices 
American Playhouse series. There 
are scenes Middle America being 
vaporized, Gone with the Wind crane 
shots the dead stretched out for acres. 
one, fact, dies screen. The film’s 
strategy show the corpses 
people grown care about only 
after been wrapped blankets, 
being lowered into graves, 
onto garbage trucks, burned. And 
virtually everybody dies; the movie 


90-minute death knell. The town where 
takes place Hamelin, California, 
suburb San Francisco isn’t even 
grazed the bombs. shrewd bit 
understatement. the movies 
London German bombs, and Tokyo 
countless Japanese fire breathers. 
seen civilization blown away. But 
seen simply slip away. 
Testament we're spared most physical 
symptoms radiation sickness. What 
happens more subtle: stripped 
families, jobs, and technological distrac- 
tions, the denizens Hamelin die 
broken hearts. 

They never learn why there was 
nuclear war, who else survived it. All 
they know that the television blinks 
off, that their loved ones don’t return 
from the big city, and that there are 
scattered reports urban areas being 
leveled. This sudden and 
ceived disaster recalls 1960s melodrama 
called Panic the Year Zero, which 
Ray Milland and his family leave town 
vacation and the city quietly 
vaporized behind them. But that film was 
one the first survivalist dramas; 
crisis, said, people crazy, and the 
only defense knowing how use 
rifle. Hamelin, contrast, the most 
orderly town imaginable. Everyone says 
everyone, everyone babysits 
everyone else’s children. 
outside world goes dead, the citizens 
band together under the auspices the 
mayor, the priest, and the police captain 
make sure everything works. The 
garbage continues picked for 
while, the school pageant takes place 
schedule, and the police captain con- 
tinues enforce law and order until, late 
the movie, speaks before sadly 
depleted gathering citizens (the others 
are dead, not uninterested) and breaks 
down.

When Vega sings, “There’s lot lonely 
days/Lonely days ahead,” you know he’s thinking

synth sequences (by Ocasek and Greg Hawkes). 
Shaking his hips elemental drums 
(Coleman would never even consider drum roll), 
Vega’s his shaman glory. Commanding, implor- 
ing, warning, tempting, it’s performance worthy 
Jim Morrison his Lizard King prime. 

The Morrison comparison isn’t casual one; 
you have describe Vega’s stage presence, 
Morrison and Iggy Pop are the places start (and 
possibly the only places go). But Vega’s smarter 
and less self-absorbed than Morrison and more 
committed music than Pop (though love 
hear tackle some the tracks Saturn Strip). 
Certainly only Iggy can approach cunning 
unpredictability, and don’t think that even 
would dare cover Hot Chocolate song; but 
Vega ends our trip along Saturn Strip with “Every 
Winner.”

jittery high comedy. Tyler 
brought his destination 
ramshackle propeller plane pilot- 
lusty Irish daredevil 
(Brian Dennehy). the 
screechy contraption sails 
through the frozen air, Ballard 
unveils exotic white world 
peppered with tiny green spruce 
trees and framed mountains 
that look like the Rockies coated 
with powdered sugar. The land 
seems mystical, heavenly. Then, 
just basking the icy 
splendor all, the plane, still 
hundreds feet the air, 
coughs and wheezes and sputters 
out. The pilot climbs out the 
wing make some mysterious 
adjustment, and hands the 
steering wheel over Tyler, who 
have the slightest idea 
what with it, the scene 
becomes kind dread-ridden 
burlesque. his underhanded 
way, Ballard upping the stakes; 
he’s letting know that case 
think for safe little 
nature movie, the prospect 
death lurks behind every turn. 

Tyler does land, course, but 
he’s for some nasty surprises. 
The crates supplies that have 
been packed along with him turn 
out useless: cans 
asparagus, boxes light bulbs 
and vouchers. Then, Tyler sits 
down the ice light his 
pipe and crack open frozen beer 
(good Canadian that is, he’s 
brought along cases’ worth), 
out from behind grove trees 
come the wolves, bounding and 
barking like pack feral dogs. 
Terrified, Tyler dives under the 
only conceivable cover his 
rowboat. And this one mo- 
ment, Ballard poses the question, 
“What happens when man has 
rely his savvy and courage 
for perhaps the first time his 
The answer that his very 
perceptions are going undergo 
almost chemical change; from 
now on, Tyler will connected 
the physical world more 
immediate, tactile way. 

Nothing captures this altered 
state more eloquently than 
Ballard’s heightened, sensual 
style, which draws directly 
into the wonders and dangers 
that confront Tyler. film- 
maker, Ballard has what many 
artists long for: the ability gaze 
upon the things this world 
with ingenuous, trusting eyes 
the eyes child. Never Cry 
Wolf, reveals universe most 
have never seen before; 
every image freshly minted. 
the beginning, the looming 
mountains and endless expanse 
ice have surreal, majestic 
calm. This could distant, 
frozen planet the setting for 
Samuel Beckett play. But 
Ballard linger the 
silent spectacle for 
Sierra-Club-calendar effect. In- 
stead, builds his movie out 
short, crystalline, documentary- 
like shots that cohere into 
glittering collage. one se- 
quence, Tyler strolling along 
with rifle his hand when 
falls through weak patch the 
ice and slips into the gray, murky 
water below. Ballard puts 
the water along with him, and 
when looks up, the hole the 
seen. Then the image shifts. 
Tyler struggles free himself 
from his weighty backpack, 
Ballard cuts the pond’s serene 
surface, where rabbit sits watch- 
ing and twitching its nose. that 
moment, isolation be- 
comes almost metaphysical: 
man dies the wilderness and 
one there see it, did 
really happen? 

Before long, Tyler has ventured 
from the white wasteland 
soft, verdant, hilly area (in fact, 
rather resembles areas Maine). 
The photography turns lush and 
overcast Tyler begins study 
the family wolves that 
come regard his next-door

neighbors. Seated contentedly 
rock, pot tea his side, 
observes the wolves’ “nightly 
rounds,” which the father, 
whom he’s named George, pa- 
trols the area while the mother 
watches and waits. Then, when 
the two animals are different 
peaks, they 
streamlined snouts toward the 
sky and howl unison, sound 
moving purely ex- 
pressive that one listens 
with kind preternatural awe. 
Tyler discovers, resourceful 
scientist can stay the inscrutable 
observer for only long; 
progress, have ease 
balance that surrounds him. Tak- 
ing his cue from the wolves, Tyler 
urinates along the ground 
establish the boundaries his 
territory. And his participatory 
spirit blossoms, inspires 
grander experiment. The wolves, 
seems, subsist diet field 
mice observation that 
would contradict the govern- 
notion that they’ve been 
feeding off caribou. prove that 
sizable mammal can prosper 
eating nothing but mice, Tyler 
goes mouse diet himself, and 
hilarious (and surprisingly 
appetizing) scene, cooks 
batch the critters, jamming 
their fried, whole bodies between 
two pieces toast, taking one 
tenatative bite, and then another, 
and finally devouring them with 
gusto tails and all. 

appealing coziness 
these activities. Tyler sets 
house efficiently Robinson 
Crusoe, and it’s easy take 
pleasure his ingenuity. And 
Charles Martin Smith gives sly, 
ingratiating performance. his 
plaid shirts 
spectacles, looks every bit 
earnest and frumpy did 
American Graffiti, and ob- 
vious why Ballard chose him for 
the part: this well-meaning runt 
could spend six months the 
Arctic eating fried mice toast, 
then could any us. But 
Tyler reveals his thoughts us, 
funny, elliptical narration 
that’s been deftly woven into the 
action, this modest little scientist 
grows stature. self-described 
“outsider,” wins our admira- 


tion not just staying alive but 
staying sane and spunky. 
Tyler also wins the friendship 
and respect pair Innuit 
Indians Ootek (Zachary It- 
timangnaq), 
soothsayer with wrinkled, 
handsome face, Mike 
(Samson Jorah), younger, mod- 
ernized fellow who speaks 
odd, hypnotic deadpan. Both the 
Innuits are played nonactors, 
graceful performers you can be- 
lieve Ballard’s claim that had 
cut some their scenes 
keep them from walking away 
with the movie. 

Ootek, who speaks English, 
understands everything about 
the ways the wolves right 
down the meanings their 
supernal howls. And talk- 
ing him (with Mike trans- 
lator) that Tyler confirms the 
result his own findings. The 
wolves, turns out, don’t kill off 
the caribou; they destroy only the 
sick ones, thus keeping the 
balance nature healthy 
flux. the spectacular 
climax, Tyler, having journeyed 
with Ootek the glistening, 
open tundra, takes off all his 
clothes and lies down the 
middle the field for nap, only 
caribou stampeding around him. 
have idea how one goes 
about herd caribou, 
but Ballard has come close 
their streaming 
mations into grassland ballet. 
With their tawny bodies gleam- 
ing the sun and their magnifi- 
cent antlers forming 
forest, the caribou are like magi- 
cal creatures, and Tyler, naked, 


stands and joins them their. 


dance, Ballard 
soundtrack with thundering 
drums that celebrate the re- 
awakening his hero’s primal 
spirit. For moment, everything 
taking unity. The wolves’ savage 
attack lone, sick caribou 
kind deliverance; last the 
ecological circle complete. 
vironmentalist statement: anyone 
who interferes with nature has 
obligation 
forces. When Tyler runs across 


crew white hunters, the movie 
becomes bitter and didactic 
sweeping indictment the civili- 
zation its hero has left behind. 
Tyler outraged the 
savagery his fellows that 
refuses return society; his 
mind, he’s found his rightful 
place the Arctic plains, among 
the animals he’s learned love. 
But Ballard sentimentalist, 
and the epiphany that 
final rite initiation 
dares turn the tables. After 
running into the hunters, Tyler 
terrified that harm may have 
come his family wolves. 
takes two-day trek his camp 
site check them, and, 
yes, something has happened 
but not the way envisioned. 
After his solitary months the 
Arctic, he’s emerged with vision 
the wilderness that’s once 
noble and naive; has come 
know something the beauty 
and symmetry nature, but not 
its essential primitivism. And 
that’s haunting thought. 
Never Cry Wolf, man discovers 
world astonishing splendor 
and mystery, world that seems 
like Paradise next his own. 
What gives the film its mournful 
edge that, learns, it’s

such artistic pinnacle. And 
Pryor yet. amaz- 
ing that after every seemingly 
insurmountable setback he’s 
managed regain his creative 
impetus the most direct 
means: giving concerts and mak- 
ing concertfilms. After Live 
Concert, Pryor wandered into 
mediocre features and personal 
morass that culminated the 
scorching which nearly killed 
him (while was freebasing 
boiling cocaine ether and then 
smoking it). But mere year and 
half later, December and 10, 
1981, went back stage, and 
front two sold-out audiences 
the Hollywood Palladium per- 
formed the material that hit the 
screen Richard Pryor Live 
the Sunset Strip. The first night 
walked off stage after 
minutes. The next night Pryor 
turned his panic over appearing 
“live” into energizing force, 
and produced two comic mas- 
terpieces fear: the memory 
working Mafia nightclub, 
and that filming Stir Crazy 
the Arizona State Penitentiary. 

What disappointed about 
the ensuing movie was the way 
director Joe Layton and his high- 
powered team cleaned 
act: they deleted the hesitations 
from his performances (the mov- 
audience never gets hear 
him say, “I’m trying find out 
what want and don’t 
know”) and homogenized the 
audience reactions too (there are 
cries “We love you, Rich- 
ard” left the film). And the 
point the Sunset Strip concerts 
Pryor trying make peace 
with himself and his audience 
was missed altogether. Without 
this context, Pryor’s more socially 
conscious statements, such his 
abjuring the word “nigger,” 
sounded unbearably preachy. 
Richard Pryor Live the Sunset 
Strip didn’t have the engulfing 
flow and spontaneity the first 
film; wasn’t even satisfying 
chronicle emotion-charged 
event. Still, the film spotlighted 
Pryor crossroads: with un- 
paralleled freedom what- 
ever wanted, had figure 
out what wanted do. 

Richard Pryor Here and 
Now, the comedian 
the new stumbling blocks 
faces: sobriety and success. 
used shoot emotional 
extremes; now must find and 
tap his middle range. used 
fuel his act daring an- 
tagonize audiences; now 
must live with the knowledge 
that they love him matter 
what does. The opening 


Here and Now dicy: inter- 
sperses snatches Pryor 
routines with man-in-the-street 
accolades, well with his own 


direct-to-the-camera statements 


about his befuddlement being 
star. It’s the distributor had 
inadvertently tacked trailer 
one those tacky filmed- 
outside-the-theater 
mercials the start the 
movie. But soon the action 
moves inside the Saenger Theater 
the French Quarter New 
Orleans, Pryor regains his sure 
footing. conquers his con- 
fusion exploring dead-on 
and letting his audience 
it. 

Just used speak with 
unparalleled frankness about be- 
ing black man, Pryor now 
speaks with unparalleled frank- 
ness about being black super- 
star. uses his candor not just 
penetrate former sexual and 
racial zones” but also 
pierce through the obfuscating 
curtains show biz and celebrity 
America. Jean-Luc Godard 
could learn few lessons 
demystification from the way 
Pryor establishes the democracy 
his performance: jokes 
about his outfit (gray leisure suit, 
red shirt, red shoes) and his fancy 
Bourbon Street stage set (which 
suggests could best used 
befuddle drunks). allows that 
his profanity has become 
trademark (“People want 
talk nasty but refuses 
self-conscious about it. (It 
never seems like put-on, 
does with Eddie Murphy.) the 
end the movie, you learn about 
the perils that being famous can 
pose public urinal, and just 
how dubious distinction can 
meet President Reagan. 

You also see raucous man age 
gracefully without losing his 
cantankerous energy. 
consuming passions 
dimmed: bears fresh wounds 
from the wars between whites 
and blacks and men and women. 
But his outrage has more varied 
moods. From the start his 
career, 
always felt they were closer 
primal instincts than whites; the 
color white itself became, his 
skits, the color technology. But 
recent years he’s mined 
widening vein black self-satire. 
Pryor both disdains the myth 
the black stud black men are 
good sex, how come their 
own women tyrannize them? 
and secretly hopes it’s true. 
Here and Now, points out he’s 
been married both white and 
black women and claims there 
really isn’t any difference 
just that with white wives you 
can get away with “subtle shit,” 
like saying, “Hey babe, you don’t 
understand, it’s black thing, you 
don’t understand the motivation 
the black man.” 

Pryor used speak the 
elders his family they 
were Titans who 
terrifying, inexplicable power 
with awe tell the bold 
threats and punishments meted 
out his father, who would 
order young Richard stand out 
the middle the street that 
could roll his car over him. 
Then, he’d dramatize the blunt 
fortitude older black genera- 
tions from the perspective the 
restless, moody generations 
raised under their thumbs. 
Here and Now, when has 
“Mudbone,” self-styled 
down-home sage, wondering 
the brashness today’s black 
youngsters, Pryor’s ruing not just 
Mudbone’s shortsightedness but 
also the impotence the modern 
family. 

Each films has fea- 
tured confessional set piece. 
the first movie was the descrip- 
tion his heart attack (while 
was happening, his heart told 
him, what you get from 
eating all that pork”); the 
second was the account his 
cocaine addiction and his free- 
basing accident. But his expla- 
nation the drug disaster never 
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quite clicked the ex- 
perience were explosive 
couldn’t approach directly. 
this movie talks frankly about 
giving both liquor and drugs 
for good (he hopes), wallowing 
the hilarious scatological detail 
doomsday hangover. But 
enacts drug addiction mainly 
from the outside, impersonating 
representative addict near- 
fatal high. It’s long, brilliant, 
largely nonverbal routine all 
slurred, “cosmic” burblings, and 
daring, 
and mime that turn into 
otherworldly language. the 
one routine Pryor doesn’t include 
the Here and Now album.) 
comes vein-poppingly close 
making audience feel the 
instant entropy much 
closer than confessional 
monologue the second movie 
did. 

Pryor has refined 
forming style without losing his 
exuberance. still replenishes 
his high spirits imitating 
wildlife, and though longer 
wiggles his hands and fingers like 
cilia while doing so, uses 
balletic shorthand impersonate 
lions and water buffalo which 
get some the biggest 
laughs. There are lulls, but they 
mostly register rest periods. 
Unlike Sunset Strip, Richard 
Pryor Here And Now offers stop- 
and-go pacing and audience 
give-and-take, and the result 
bracing, especially since Pryor 
displays the most offhanded, 
good-natured handling 
hecklers and interlopers I’ve ever 
seen from superstar. The movie 
may overly weighted with 
jokes about penis, but 
even these seem emerge from 
the comedian’s fresh apprecia- 
tion his mortal limits. 
turned the obscenity and destruc- 
tion the world into divine 
comedy.

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and then remain stoic while her 
world dissolves around her. 
Dressed carelessly sweaters 
and jeans, Jane Alexander gives 
brave, understated performance. 
actress’s work; she seems 
formulating her own words and 
deciding her own expressions, 
and she juggles her roles 
wife, mother, and human being, 
she brings into her head more 
effectively than does the voice- 
over narration, which climaxes 
dumb will and testament.” 
(It ends with something about 
“the world deserving the chil- 
dren,” which hearkens back 
the performance the Pied Piper 
the Hamelin school pageant.) 
There’s one gut-wrenching scene 
which Alexander tears apart 
the house search her young- 
teddy bear, and another 
which she sews the shroud her 
daughter while narrating the 
event tonelessly, refusing cue 
into how she feels. (By this 
point she can’t even express it.) 
But the most traumatic moments 
are mundane. one short scene, 
Alexander slowly finishes jar 
peanut butter, scraping the sides 
with knife and licking the end. 
hits us, suddenly: it, 
more peanut butter. 

Testament weakest when it’s 
most conventional. Before the 
catastrophe, the husband (Wil- 
liam Devane) challenges his 
eldest son, Brad, ride bicycle 
particularly steep hill. The 
boy fails, and much made his 
inability live his father’s 
Olympic-size expectations. the 
crisis, however, Brad “becomes 
man,” going far ride his 
father’s bicycle after neighbor- 
hood bully steals his own. Civili- 
zation may end, but the well- 
made play totters on. And au- 
diences may titter whenever the 
local-gas-station owner appears 
he’s Japanese, and has 
retarded son named “Hiroshi.” 


The movie doesn’t need such 
heavy-handed allusion our 
national disgrace; does fine 
with just the facts, Testa- 
ment uses kind reverse 
sensationalism muting the 
consequences nuclear war 
makes its audiences feel more 
helpless, and then gives them 
release. Sometimes the film 
seems too tidy and restrained for 
its own good: the holocaust 
staged neat-freak. But 
dredges feelings that can’t 
laughed away. brings the 
words devastation” 
back home. 


Weekend 
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admitted that the one aspect 
the script liked was its sniping 
television. And from the start 
delineates the under-handed 
ways that Hauer, Mike Wall- 
ace-like interviewer, operates. 
Interrogating Pentagon official 
about germ warfare, Hauer sits 
glittering blue and white stu- 
dio while the officer, questioned 
from different location, 
reduced grainy dark im- 
age; and Hauer’s director ze- 
roes the sweat. 
Later, Hurt persuades Hauer 
his friends’ guilt showing him 
video tapes doctored cunningly 
enough convince even video 


pro. When Burt Lancaster replays 
hideous CIA video tape 
which wife murdered, 
Lancaster thanks God Hurt has 
never seen the tape; Peckinpah 
then reveals the plot and 
obsessive concerns when lets 
see Hurt showing that tape 
Hauer and lets see from the 
quizzical hollows face 
that he’s been replaying the scene 
nonstop, loop his mind. 
When Hurt wires entire 
house for video surveillance 
the reunion weekend, the direc- 
tor tips off that Hurt enjoys 
putting family and 
guests through the same para- 
noia-inducing mental torture he’s 
had experience. And though 
Peckinpah does not condone the 
madman’s methods, does 
share Hurt’s compulsive disdain 
for the disposable quality 
media-dominated life. 

For Peckinpah film, the 
editing surprisingly ragged 
(after all, didn’t have final cut), 
and the outcome looks rushed 
and incomplete. But when Hauer 
flits from Hurt’s video tapes 
the actual appearance his 
friends, you can see what the 
director getting at: the imprint- 
ing that goes TV-bred 
minds, that allows viewers 
accept any explanation 
for people’s actions, matter 
how superficial far-fetched. 
The most eerie, effective 
scenes twist mundane materials 


into graveyard images. When 
friends, who are being 
hounded Hurt’s agents, meet 
empty drive-in, the pole- 
mounted speakers set barren 
asphalt look like ghost-town 
Main Street filled with empty 
hitching posts. When Peckinpah 
choreographs routine chase 
scene into 
American automotive mess, junk- 
ing every conceivable kind 
vehicle, from motorcycle and 
taxi truck carrying sewer 
pipe, it’s were muttering, 
all disposable.” 

Like another, 
touted autumn movie, The Os- 
terman Weekend about group 
college friends who try 
retain their youthful bond despite 
their materialism. But Peckinpah 
and his cast show just how cold 
the big chill can get. Even they 
didn’t suspect Hauer col- 
laborating against them, his 
friends would feel edgy his 
company: he’s made his fortune 
made theirs laundering 
illegal money. not even 
happy their professions: 
writing (Craig Nelson), stock- 
brokering (Chris Sarandon), and 
doctoring (Dennis 
Without single scene that’s

Nelson calls himself nihilistic 


anarchist living residuals,” 
does with thick, unsettling 
sarcasm; Chris Sarandon, his hair 
bristling with tension, pulses like 
tickertape; and Dennis Hopper, 
fancy doctor working hard 
fulfill the even fancier drug habit 
his wife, pours self-loathing 
from every crevice 
prematurely aging face. Cassie 
Yates and Helen Shaver, the 
wives Sarandon and Hopper 
respectively, convey the effects 
their husbands’ strain: Yates 
her game but worn good nature 
and Shaver her needful, some- 
times strident emotional grasp- 
ing. Indeed, Shaver all but makes 
her “coke slut” childlike and 
touching. 

this hands, even 
the hammy Rutger Hauer gains 
Peckinpah keeps 
Hauer’s emotions reined and 
uses his Teutonic profile accent 
rectitude.

~Aside from few snatches 
pastoral greenery, cinemato- 
grapher John vet- 
eran three Peckinpah films, 
including Straw Dogs), shoots 
much the film through 
Hurt’s sharp but wounded eyes. 
uses palette that runs from 
rum cocoa, that 
ultra-bright set his 
friends’ gaudy leisure wear hurt 
our eyes too. The night falls 
spooky blue green shades, and 
red functions danger signal

and psychos, straying wives and 
brutal husbands, his songs 
becomes them, putting 
identities like brightly colored 
antique masks. Still, favorite

tience with institutional 
grams any kind provided 
powerful impulse for rapid mass 
mobilization; had visceral 
kick, and the movement was 
broad there was something 
for everyone. But the paradox lay 
not the “evanescence” 
politics, Cowan asserts, but 
the use politics achieve 
personal salvation: politics seen 
means, not end. 

Cowan just hard the 
movements was formerly ob- 
sessed with; for him, there wasn’t 
too much religion mixed poli- 
tics but rather not enough. His 
disillusionment not theoretical: 
had gone Ecuador with the 
Peace Corps and been chased 
from cafeteria with cries 
worked for civil rights only 
phased out when Black Power 
became the watchword; had 
fought for the poor and never 
realized, until wrote his classic 
“Jews Without Money, Revisited 
1972,” that poor Jews languished, 
helpless and unhelped, right 
across town ghetto the 
Lower East Side. For Cowan, ‘60s 
politics failed because fought 
other battles, but most 
all because desecrated religion 
tion without the memory 
liberation, the memory 
oppression,” writes. be- 
lieves that Orthodox Judaism, 
with its tradition tikkun olam 
(repairing the world), 
provide the matrix for his own 
politics, and model for others’: 
“For, when you try rebuild the 
world for everyone, you don’t 
rebuild for anyone least 
all for yourself. now were 
starting once again, our own 
home, our neighborhood, 
our place worship, and hoping 
that from that very finite, con- 
crete base could reach out 
all sorts people everywhere.”

Christopher Lasch will detect 
its kinship Orphan 
History.

Cowan for- 
gets that the family can also teach 
bow authority and instill 
taste for inflicting authority 
others; it’s worse, course, for 
women, and worst all for 
Orthodox Jewish women. And 
glosses over the desire for as- 
similation that caused his family 
send him snotty prep 
encountered 
anti-Semitism. True, the general 
radical critique religion that 
sluices dissatisfaction with this 
life off into 
worldly musing doesn’t fit 
Judaism, which stresses com- 
munity and downplays the after- 
life. Still, it’s hard see how the 
Orthodox Judaism Cowan calls 
for compatible with genuine 


radicalism. The radical believes 
that human possibilities are limit- 
less. Yet Cowan Jew always

leads religious warfare; its 
best, position indis- 
tinguishable from that 
enlightened conservative 
George Will, who has paired his 
incisive critique liberal culture 
with the idea that good 
about the present the past 
return the good old days the 
Great Chain Being, with peo- 
ple like Will, course, the top 
the chain.
